John Dy ke, 
a farmer 
employ ed 
n ear Glen wood, was held u p an d rob­ 
bed of ten dollars in this city abou t 
n in e o’clock last n ig ht. Dy ke say s he 
recog n ized on e of the 
hig hway men , 
an d on his positiv e accu sation , Fred 
Ben n ett, ag ed 25 y ears, was lodg ed 
in jail today , with the seriou s charg e 
of hig hway robbery starin g him in 
the face. It is thou g ht that other ar­ 
rests will follow. 
Dy ke had been drin kin g an d say s 
that Ben n ett sou g ht him earlier in the 
day for a compan ion . 
The two had 
sev eral drin ks 
tog ether an d 
Dy ke 
said on sev eral occasion s he showed 
Ben n ett that he had mon ey . 
Last 
n ig ht, after su pper Dy ke said Ben ­ 
n ett, on the pretex t of 
in trodu cin g 
him to a lady frien d, g ot him to g o 
to the Frazee lu mber y ards n ear the 
C. II. & D. passen g er depot. He said 
Ben n ett had him station ed arou n d in 
v ariou s places for some 
time, an d 
then when he saw the coast was clear' 
stru ck him an d took all his mon ey 
an d a pocket kn ife which was in the 
same pocket with his mon ey . 
Dy ke 
said that three men were implicated 
in the robbery , on e of them stan din g 
g u ard n ear the school hou se, while 
an other stood ju st back of Ben n ett, 
as if t< assist in ev en t assistan ce 
was n eeded. 
The robbery was reported to City 
Marshal Price at on ce an d the of­ 
ficer spen t sev eral hou rs try in g to g et 
a lin e on the tv to other parties impli - 
cated. 
So far his search has been 
fru itless, bu t late this aftern oon he 
g ot a clew which he hopes will resu lt 
in breakin g u p a g an g that has been 
operatin g in this city 
for 
sev eral 
mon ths. 
Marshal Price this aftern oon n oti 
fied Depu ty Prosecu tor Wallace Mor­ 
g an an d he ordered Ben n ett arrested 
an d placed in jail. 
When 
Officer 
Price searched Ben n ett in jail, he had 
abou t n in ety cen ts in his possession . 
Yesterday , it is kn own , that he did 
n ot hav e an y mon ey , bu t 
Ben n ett 
stou tly main tain s that Dy ke loan ed 
him a dollar early in the ev en in g . He 
admits bein g n ear the scen e of the 
rohberj', bu t den ies all kn owledg e of 
the robbery . 
Officer Price remain ed 
in jail with Ben n ett a lon g time an d 
tried to g et him to make a con fession 
of the affair. 
He broke down an d 
cried sev eral times, bu t alway s de­ 
clared he was in n ocen t of the charg e. 
Howev er, he told Price of 
sev eral 
other fellows who were after Dy ke 
an d say s that he kn ow's they were in 
the habit of doin g su ch thin g s. 
Ben n ett wras sen t to the reform 
school when a boy an d stay ed there 
six y ears. He had 
n ev er 
been in 
trou ble before, bu t was su spected of 
the hold-u p of Jake Gearhardt, the 
tile man u factu rer, who was robbed of 
fortv dollars recen tly . 
Du rin g the past few mon ths there 
lias been sev eral bold hold-u ps an d 
ev en day lig ht robberies in this city 
The work was ev iden tly all don e by 
on e g an g as they operated alon g the 
same lin e. A v ictim wou ld be picked 
ou t early in the day , an d if he was 
addicted to drin kin g he 
wou ld be 
watched u n til the opportu n ity pre­ 
sen ted itself for the robbers to strike 
an d make the hau l. 
City Marshal 
Price had a n u mber of fellows u n der 
su spicion , bu t cou ld n ot g et an y di­ 
rect ev iden ce ag ain st them. 
Abou t 
on e week ag o he ^aw an old fellow in 
a “mellow” con dition who had ju st 


taken abou t fifty 
dollars ou t of a 
ban k, an d the officer thou g ht he saw 
the su spects actin g in a su spiciou s 
man n er. 
When the old man started 
home, he walked west on First street, 
an d Pu ce followed as close as he 
cou ld on a bicy cle in hopes some of 
the g an g wou ld try an d hold u p the 
man . 
They probably g ot “n ex t” to 
ihe officer for he n ev er saw an y thin g 
of them, an d he followed the man ,u n ­ 
til he crossed Hodg e’s bran ch, west 
of the city . 
A former n amed Lu cas, liv in g n ear 
Gin g s, was held u p an d reliev ed of 
thirty dollars ju st two w'eeks 
ag o. 
He cou ld u ot g iv e the 
officers an y 
clew to work on , as he did n ot recog ­ 
n ize an y of his assailan ts. 
Two or 
three other person s wrere robbed re 
cen tlv , on e of them a merchan t, who 
did n ot wan t an y n otoriety abou t the 
in ciden t, an d con sequ en tly 
did n ot 
report it to the police at the time. 
City Marshal Price is at work on 
the case an d is determin ed to rid the 
city of these thu g s. 
All of the su s­ 
pects are local talen t. Some damag ­ 
in g ev iden ce is bein g secu red ag ain st 
them, an d n o dou bt they wou ld bo 
su rprised if wholesale arrests fol­ 
low', an d su ch may be the case. Mr. 
Price is a fearless officer an d like­ 
wise a tireless worker v /hen he starts 
>'n a case. He en joy s the repu taiien 
of doin g more efficien t an d cou rag e­ 
ou s work than all the officers Ru sh­ 
v ille ev er had, an d sin ce he has learn ­ 
ed of these robberies an d has taken 
his coat off, it is 
safe to say that 
sev eral w’ill be lodg ed in jail an d 
qu ite a few' will probably an d qu iet­ 
ly take passports ou t of 
the city .

HORRORS OF THE DESERT 


Indiana Man Succumbs to the Hard­ 


ships of Death Valley. 
Lafayette, 
Ind., 
May 
19.—Death 
Valley, in southern California, has 
claimed a Tippecanoe county man as 
a victim. 
Charles F. Williams, Sr., 
publisher of the Lafayette Sunday 
Leader, has received word that his 
nephew, Deloss Williams, formerly of 
this city, is dead at Los Angeles from 
the effects of a terrible ordeal a few 
weeks ago in Death Valley. 
Mr. Wil­ 
liams and two friends started to cross 
the region, using an automobile to 
make the trip. 
They anticipated no 
trouble and took only a light supply of 
food. 
When half way across the automo­ 
bile broke down. They worked at the 
car to get it into running order, but 
could do nothing with it. 
The three 
men, realizing the seriousness of their 
predicament, set out in different di­ 
rections for aid. 
Seven days later a 
searching party found Williams almost 
dead from thirst and hunger. 
The 
other two men were more fortunate 
and were found by the searching 
party on the third day.

Paris, May 19.—The efforts of the 
revolutionary labor leaders to bring 
about a general strike of affiliated 
unions in support of the postal em­ 
ployes has not had any wide spread­ 
ing results. 
The reformists, as op­ 
posed to the revolutionary members, 
contend that the time is not ripe for 
the proletariat to attempt a concerted 
movement. As a consequence no date 
has been fixed, and only the building 
trades, carpenters and diggers unions 
Were ordered to strike today. 
M. Pataud, leader of the electricians, 
declared that he will call out his men 
very soon when least expected, hut it 
is considered doubtful if many will 
obey the orders of the leaders, al­ 
though demonstrations on the part of 
the unemployed members of the var­ 
ious unions are possible. 
An appeal 
to the workers of France to come to 
the aid of their comrades in the postal 
service by a general strike has been 
issued by the federal committee of the 
postal employes.

Eight thousand pounds of grocer­ 
ies were distributed to Henry county 
fanners and a few New Castle citi­ 
zens Saturday by representatives of 
the Dayton wholesale house says the 
New Castle Courier. The carload of 
goods arrived Friday and Saturday 
and all qf the loyal ( I ) Henry county 
people called for their stuff. It is the 
practice of this firm to solicit busi­ 
ness and ship in carload lots and 
twenty-five such cars leave Dayton 
every week. 
One man bought a fifty pound box 
of laundry 
starch, another bought 
several pounds of pepper, spices and 
tea, and some sugar by the barrel, 
while others got coffee By the hun­ 
dred pound lots. The car did a thriv­ 
ing business. 
People who make such purchases 
are not valuable citizens. They hold 
their produce for the highest possi­ 
ble market and then buy their sup­ 
plies from out of town firms. These 
firms do not help their customers in 
any way. 
They pay no taxes here 
and the local business men are made 
to suffer. 
It is the local business 
men who move things. They are the 
men who pay the farmers the highest 
market prices, not the Dayton whole­ 
sale people. 
Should the names of the patrons 
of this firm be made public 
there 
would be quite a comotion and a 
number of great big surprises. Such 
a thing is possible, as another car of 
merchandise is due to arrive in a fjew 
weeks.

These 
an imals are the descen dan ts of domes­ 
tic cattle, bu t, hav in g ru n withou t re­ 
strain t for sev eral gen eration s, hav e 
become as wild as deer. 
Stockmen 
will n ot apply for ran ges in fested by 
these cattle, sin ce tame cattle soon 
adopt the habits of their . wild rela­ 
tiv es an d become equ ally u n man age­ 
able. It is impossible to gather y ou n g 
stock in the fall which hav e ru n 
with these an imals ev en for a season . 
The majority of the stockmen desire 
to shoot them, bu t certain mou n tain 
dwellers claim them an d shoot an oc­ 
casion al on e for win ter beef. The for­ 
est officers will, in con ju n ction with 
the stockmen in terested, in v estigate 
the matter this su mmer an d decide 
u pon some plan of riddin g the ran ges 
of this pest.

Hedges. 
They a ppla uded the colonel, 
who, with a bow to Sioux Chief Iron- 
ehell a nd his son Henry, dressed in 
their wa r togs a nd fea thers, first pa id 
tribute to the grea t service rendered 
by Mr. Wa na ma ker in sending ex pedi­ 
tions to the fa r west for the collection 
of historica l ma teria l so tha t the va n­ 
ishing red ma n should not go down in 
history with the rea l virtues of his 
grea t ra ce unknown a nd una pprecia ted.

Say lo r, fo rmer superintendent o f th e 
co mpany , wh o is alleged to be co n­ 
nected with th e giving o f Ch icago 
Bo ard o f Trade grain quo tatio ns to 
divers perso ns wh o sh o uld no t h ave 
received th e repo rts. 
Isaac N. Barto , fo rmer general wire 
and repeater ch ief o f th e W estern 
Unio n co mpany , and William H. Smith 
and William L.‘ Th o mpso n, bro kers o f 
th is city , were also given a h earing o n 
ch arges gro wing o ut o f th e alleged 
wire tapping o peratio ns and all were 
h eld fo r trial o n $2,000 bail. 
Barto 
did no t secure th e bo nd and was co m­ 
m itted to jail. 
Barto testified fo r th e pro secutio n 
and to ld o f sums o f mo ney th at h e 
and Jo seph Cro tzer, line fo reman fo r 
th at co mpany , and J. W. Price, man­ 
ager o f th e Co mmercial News Depart­ 
ment, received fro m a bro kerage firm 
o f th is city to furnish m arket quo ta­ 
tio ns to th e firm. 
Cro tzer testified th at wh en several 
lo cal bro kers co uld no t get th e wires 
fro m th e Ch icago Bo ard o f Trade 
tapped h ere th ey secured th e quo ta­ 
tio ns fro m tapped wires at Buffalo , 
Hammo nd, Ind., and o th er po ints. 
Several detectives fro m New Yo rk 
said th at th ey h ad fo llo wed Say lo r and 
Barto to a lo cal h o tel h ere wh ere th e 
two men met Smith , and th at th e latter 
h anded an envelo pe to Say lo r. 
Sh o rt­ 
ly after th is, th e detectives testi­ 
fied, Say lo r gave Barto $75 to be di­ 
vided amo ng Price, Cro tzer and h im­ 
self.
